However, 
we first must help ourselves and adopt certain measures of 
self-defence," 

the newspaper comes forward with a suggestion to 

the effect that xAussian public organizations should make a 
combined effort in order to open their own bakery,buy flour 
at wholesale price and tmx provide the community with bread 
at a reasonable price. Hope is expressed that the Municipal 


Councils of both the Settlement and »rench Concession will 
Support this scheme.
